"To  Serve  Tomorrow"  Passes  Halfway 
Mark  to  Goal  of  $35  Million;  Faculty-Staff 

Exceed  Goal;  Beidleman  Assumes  Leadership  Role 


The  College’s  campaign,  “To  Serve 
Tomorrow,”  passed  the  halfway  mark 
to  a goal  of  $35  million,  associate  vice 
president  for  institutional  advancement 
Daniel  Helwig  recently  announced.  In  less 
than  a year  since  the  campaign  was  pub- 
licly launched,  more  than  $18.5  million 
has  been  pledged  or  received. 

The  faculty  and  staff  component  of 
the  campaign  concluded  in  March  with 
remarkable  success.  “We  originally  set  a 
goal  of  $500,000,”  reports  Helwig.  “I  am 
pleased  to  announce  that  our  faculty  and 
staff  have  pledged  or  already  contributed 
over  $650,000,  exceeding  our  goal  by  30  College  trustee  Ed  White 
percent."  The  faculty  and  staff  campaign  event  last  fal1, 
was  co-chaired  by  Ray  Reeder,  chair  of  the  department  of  chem- 
istry and  biochemistry,  and  Randy  Trostle  ’69,  vice  president 
for  finance  and  associate  professor  of  business. 

Trostle  notes  that  three  out  of  four  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers have  pledged.  “This  shows  their  faith  in  the  College  and 
its  vision,”  he  says.  “People  are  doing  more  than  simply  per- 
forming their  jobs,  they  are  investing  in  the  future  of  this 
institution  they  know  so  well.”

College  president  Ted  Long 
also  recently  announced  the 
appointment  of  David  Beidleman 
as  vice  president  for  institutional 
advancement  after  a national 
search.  Beidleman  will  oversee  all 
fund-raising,  alumni  relations,  col- 
lege relations,  and  church  relations 
activities.  “With  David’s  appoint- 
ment, and  the  recent  appointments 
of  several  other  members  of  our 
fund-raising  team,”  says  Long,  “I 
expect  us  to  develop  new  momen- 
tum towards  reaching  our  goal." 
addressed  a community  campaign  Beidleman  most  recently 

served  as  associate  vice  president 
for  college  advancement  at  Franklin  & Marshall  College.  He 
has  also  served  in  fund-raising  and  alumni  relations  positions 
with  Lafayette  College  and  Lehigh  University,  from  which  he 
graduated.  At  Franklin  &.  Marshall,  he  played  a central  leader- 
ship role  in  the  planning  and  execution  of  that  college’s  recent 
campaign,  which  raised  $145  million  against  a goal  of  $125 
million. 

“In  addition  to  the  breadth  and  quality  of  experience 
David  brings  to  this  post,  he  has  built  a record  as  one  who 
reaches  for  large  goals  and  combines  a big-picture  view  with  a 
focused  attention  to  the  detail  of  fund-raising  itself,”  says  Long. 
“I  have  found  David  to  be  genuinely  and  deeply  committed 
to  the  ideals  and  aspirations  of  Elizabethtown  College,  which 
infuse  his  energy  with  a purpose  and  direction  that  will  serve 
us  well.  He  will  provide  strong  leadership  for  the  completion 
of  our  campaign  and  for  taking  our  advancement  program  to 
the  next  level.” 

In  other  “To  Serve  Tomorrow"  news,  the  College  hosted 
several  dozen  members  of  the  local  Elizabethtown  and  Mount 
Joy  communities  to  a campaign  event  held  in  the  Brossman 
Commons  Event  Space.  Elizabethtown  resident  and  College 
trustee  Ed  White,  whose  daughter  Elizabeth  graduated  from 
the  College,  addressed  those  present  and  reiterated  his  own 
personal  support  for  the  College  and  the  campaign. 

Athletic  campaign  co-chairs  Lisa  Groff  ’84  and  John  Smith 
74  have  formed  a leadership  committee  that  has  begun  work- 
ing to  raise  support  for  new  athletic  facilities,  most  notably  a 
planned  annex  to  Thompson  Gymnasium.  The  committee 
includes:

Remnant  Trust  Brings  Rare 


In  the  spring  of  each  year,  die  hearts  and  minds  of  many 
turn  to  baseball.  Its  rituals  and  rhythms  provide  us  reassur- 
ance diat  winters  torment  is  over  and  the  promise  of  sum- 
mers dreams  is  not  far  off.  Perhaps  it  is  no  coincidence  that 
one  of  my  favorite  thinkers  and  writers  on  higher  education 
is  the  late  commissioner  of  baseball,  A.  Bartlett  Giamatti, 
who  was  also  once  president  of  Yale  University. 

Giamatti  once  remarked  that  “a  liberal  education  is  at 
the  heart  of  a civil  society,  and  at  the  heart  of  a liberal  educa- 
tion is  the  act  of  teaching."  The  work  of  colleges  like  Eliza- 
bethtown is  thus  critical  to  the  future  of  this  country.  Our 
graduates  form  the  backbone  of  leadership  in  communities 
across  the  United  States  and,  increasingly,  across  the  world. 

Our  faculty  are  among  the  finest  in  the  land,  and  they 
have  a profound  impact  on  our  students.  Some  of  the  most 
important  teaching  at  this  college,  however,  takes  place  out- 
side the  formal  classroom  setting.  One  of  the  finest  teachers 
who  fit  this  description  was  Darvin  Boyd,  who  lived  our  motto 
of  “Educate  for  Service”  with  an  unparalleled  enthusiasm. 

It  is  also  no  coincidence  that  Darvin  was  a great  baseball  man 
himself.  A man  of  action,  compassion,  vision,  wisdom,  and 
great  commitment,  Darvin  taught  me  a great  deal  and  I am 
very  fortunate  to  have  known  him. 

Darvin  Boyd  was  a valued  member  of  this  college’s  board 
of  trustees.  He  joined  the  board  shortly  after  the  tragic  death 
of  his  son,  Kevin,  a member  of  the  Class  of  1998  and  Blue  Jay 
baseball  team.  Darvin  dedicated  his  service  to  Elizabethtown 
in  memory  of  Kevin  and  he  threw  himself  into  this  mission 
with  full  passion  and  vigor. 

His  dream  was  to  ensure  that  an  important  piece  of  the 
College’s  master  plan  was  completed:  a new  baseball  stadium. 
This  was  no  small  task,  as  the  cost  of  the  stadium  rose  to  $1 
million,  but  Darvin  never  seemed  daunted  by  the  goal  or  his 
task.  The  stadium  was  to  be  built  in  memory  of  his  beloved 
son:  family  friends,  Elizabethtown  alumni,  business  associates, 
neighbors,  and  baseball  fans  rallied  around  the  cause. 

He  gained  great  satisfaction  watching  the  progress  of 
the  ballpark’s  construction  and  seeing  the  players  take  to  the 
field  in  scrimmages  and  unofficial  games  last  fall.  He  looked 
forward  to  this  spring’s  games  being  played  in  the  ballpark 
named  after  his  son  and  the  completion  of  the  stadium  this 
summer.  The  players  and  coaches  loved  him  and  appreciated 
how  much  this  new  stadium  was  made  possible  by  this  loving 
father. 

Darvin  Boyd  died  at  the  end  of  January  while  training 
to  run  in  a local  five-mile  race  whose  proceeds,  unsurprisingly, 
were  to  benefit  the  stadium  project. 

The  shock  and  sadness  of  Darvin’s  passing  are  beginning 
to  fade  and  what  is  left  is  a remarkable  example  and  legacy. 

We  would  all  do  well  to  learn  from  this  man’s  life  how  to  turn 
tragedy  into  triumph,  how  to  live  faithfully  by  a credo,  and 
how  to  inspire  those  around  us  to  action  for  a good  cause. 

Though  Darvin  did  not  live  to  see  the  first  official  pitch 
thrown  in  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  Blue  Jay  Baseball  Stadium,  he 
had  his  sights  on  the  finish  line  and  knew  that  his  dream  was 
going  to  become  a reality.  The  legacy  of  that  dream  will  pro- 
vide generations  of  ballplayers  like  his  son  great  opportunities 
to  thrive  as  Blue  Jays. 

As  Bart  Giamatti  pointed  out,  teaching  like  that  of 
Darvin  Boyd  lies  at  the  heart  of  our  enterprise.  Thank  you, 
Darvin,  for  all  you  have  taught  us.

More  recent  documents  include  John  Stuart  Mills  On  Liberty, 
written  in  1859  and  a 1949  manuscript  of  George  Orwell’s 
novel,  1984- 

A nonprofit  public  educational  foundation,  the 
Remnant  Trust  makes  its  collection  of  more  than  400  books 
| and  manuscripts  on  the  subjects  of  freedom,  liberty  and 
I human  dignity  available  to  the  public  so  citizens  can  see, 
firsthand,  the  works  that  shaped  the  thinking  of  America’s 
forefathers.

College  Alumni  Reunion 
Program  Cited  for 
Excellence 

The  College’s  Office  of  Alumni  Relations  has  received  a 
Council  for  the  Advancement  and  Support  of  Education 
(CASE)  Bronze  Award  in  the  CASE  District  II  Accolades 
Awards  program.  The  award  was  given  in  the  category  of 
"Alumni  Relations  Programming”  for  Elizabethtown’s 
“Create-A-Reunion”  program  that  has  dramatically 
increased  reunion  attendance. 

“The  secret  behind  Create-a-Reunion  is  that  you  know 
in  advance  that  your  friends  will  be  at  your  reunion,  which 
guarantees  that  you’ll  all  have  a great  time  together”  explains 
Barry  Freidly,  director  of  alumni  relations  and  creator  of 
Create-a-Reunion. 

How  does  it  work?  All  members  of  a reunion  class 
receive  a Create-a-Reunion  "friends”  card  in  the  mail  a few 
months  prior  to  the  reunion.  There’s  space  on  the  card  to 
list  up  to  ten  friends  that  you  want  to  see  at  the  reunion. 
When  the  postage-paid  card  is  returned  to  the  College,  the 
Alumni  Office  sends  every  friend  listed  a Create-a-Reunion 
“contact"  card,  with  instructions  for  getting  in  touch  with 
the  classmate  who  initiated  the  contact. 

"It  can  bring  long-lost  classmates  and  friends  together, 
allowing  them  to  make  plans  to  see  each  other  at  the 
reunion,”  says  Freidly. 

More  than  a dozen  colleges  requested  information 
about  Create-a-Reunion,  which  prompted  the  entry  to 
CASE.  "They  all  wanted  to  know  where  we  purchased  the 
system,”  adds  Freidly.  “It’s  so  simple,  but  it  truly  works.”

Partnership  Award 

The  College’s  Office  of  Residence  Life  hosted  the  fifth 
annual  Lancaster  County  Resident  Assistants’  Alcohol 
Symposium  last  fall.

"Scouting  University"  Comes  to  College 


College  Club  Competes  Against  Elite  Universities 


Elizabethtown  College’s  Students  in  Free  Enterprise  (SIFE) 
team  held  its  first-ever  Boy  Scout/Girl  Scout  Merit  Badge 
University  on  campus  in  February.  Scouts  ages  1 1 to  17  were 
invited  to  campus  to  earn  merit  badges  related  to  business, 
leadership,  entrepreneurship,  and  more. 

“We  learned  of  the  idea  for  this  pro- 
gram from  another  SIFE  team  at  last  year’s 
national  competition,”  says  Ben  Osterhout 
’05.  “A  lot  of  scout  badges  are  related  to 
business  issues;  we  realized  that  a ‘scouting 
university’  could  be  an  important  resource.” 

Over  100  scouts  from  28  troops  in  four 
counties  attended  classroom  sessions  that 
focused  on  hands-on  learning  experiences. 

Osterhout  reports  that  about  200  badges 
were  earned.  Retired  business  professors 
Jerry  Evans  and  Dick  Stone,  as  well  as  SIFE 
advisor  Kristen  Evans-Waughen  and  student 
members  of  SIFE  served  as  counselors  for 
the  event. 

“The  kids  had  a great  time  being  on 
campus,  hanging  around  with  college  stu- 
dents,” reports  Osterhout.  “Over  90  percent 


of  the  scouts  told  us  they  would  come  back  for  another 
‘scouting  university.’  We  are  already  planning  for  a second 
event  next  February.”  -EAN

The  College’s  Mock  Trial  team  traveled  to  Princeton 
University  in  February  to  compete  against  some  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  East,  including  Duke,  Princeton,  Georgetown, 
Harvard,  and  Yale. 

During  the  course  of  the  two-day  tournament,  each 
team  “played”  both  defense  and  prosecution.  The  College 


team  worked  a criminal  trial  dealing  with  homicide  charges. 
“When  a team  presents  the  trial,  it  is  treated  as  a ‘bench 
trial,’  says  Kyle  Kopko  ’06,  “meaning  that  there  is  no  jury. 
Two  judges  decide  who  wins — judges  are  usually  practicing 
attorneys,  real  judges,  or  other  mock  trial  coaches.” 

Attorneys  are  scored  on  their  advocacy  skills,  and  wit- 
nesses are  scored  on  their  ability 
to  accurately  portray  a character 
and  conduct  themselves  in  a realis- 
tic manner  on  direct  and  cross 
examination  (Kopko  is  picture 
here  dressed  as  an  investigating 
police  officer). 

The  team  defeated  competitors 
from  Princeton  and  Hobart  & 
William  Smith  College.  Owen 
Heller  ’05  captured  individual 
tournament  honors  as  “Outstanding 
Witness.” 

“Owen  did  an  incredible  job  at 
learning  a bunch  of  medical  lingo 
and  understanding  medical  concepts, 
which  made  his  character  seem  all 
the  more  realistic,”  reports  team- 
mate Kyle  Kopko  ’06.  - EAN

Students  Raise  Money  for 
E-town  Public  Library 

Elizabethtown  College  students  took  the  lessons  they  learned 
from  reading  a book  in  their  First-Year  Seminar  on  the  road 
and  raised  nearly  $500  for  the  Elizabethtown  Public  Library 
through  various  fund-raising  events. 

The  seminar,  “Language,  Society,  and  Identity,"  intro- 
duced students  to  the  many  ways  that  language  expresses  a 
persons  individuality  and  determines  his/her  social  identity, 
according  to  associate  professor  of  modern  languages  Kurt 
Barnada,  who  teaches  the  course.  “Students  are  learning  the 
role  that  language  plays  in  social  interactions,  and  the  power 
that  one  can  have  over  others — both  positive  and  negative — 
through  the  use  of  language.  Students  are  also  studying  the 
basics  of  Esperanto,  an  artificially  created  language  that  is 
intended  to  serve  as  a universal  form  of  communication.” 

Barnada  had  students  read  Paul  Loeb’s  Soul  of  a Citizen: 
Living  with  Conviction  in  a Cynical  Time,  which  “describes 
how  ordinary  citizens  can  make  their  voices  heard  and 
their  actions  count  in  a time  when  we’re  often  told  neither 
matters.”  Motivated  by  Loeb’s  words,  the  class  divided  into 
three  teams  and  developed  fund-raising  projects  for  the 
library.  Projects  included  soliciting  fellow  students  for  small 
donations,  a bake  sale,  and  a raffle  to  win  a DVD  player. 

“The  fund-raising  projects  allowed  students  to  see  how 
they  could  use  language  to  persuade  others  to  contribute  to  a 
cause  they  felt  was  important,"  Barnada  says.  “The  project  is 
a natural  application  of  the  principles  that  the  students  read 
and  heard  about  through  the  First-Year  Colloquium  series, 
which  introduced  the  ideals  of  social  activism  and  positive 
citizenship."  -MD

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Students  Learn  First-Hand  About  the 
Emerging  European  Union 


The  13  students  in  professor  Sean  Melvin’s  course  on 
“The  Emerging  European  Union”  received  an  unusual 
opportunity  to  study  the  subject  up  close  this  January.  During 
the  semester  break,  they  traveled  with  Melvin  to  spend  a 
week  in  the  old  capital  city  of  Prague  in  the  Czech  Republic. 


The  trip  was  structured  to  include  both  academic  and 
tourist  experiences.  The  Elizabethtown  students  toured  the 
Prague  Stock  Exchange  and  the  Czech  company,  Albi,  a 
licensee  of  Hallmark,  and  took  in  lectures  at  CMC  Graduate 
School  of  Business,  where  classes  are  taught  in  English  to 
students  primarily  from  Europe. 

To  complete  the  course,  the  class  will  meet 
two  times  a month  during  the  spring  semester, 
culminating  in  a research  paper  on  some  issue 
regarding  the  admission  of  ten  new  member  states 
to  the  European  Union. 

“This  was  an  incredible  bonding  experience 
for  the  entire  class  that  will  continue  through  the 
semester,"  says  Melvin,  who  also  serves  as  chair  of 
the  business  department.  “Also,  taking  the  class  to 
Europe  after  Christmas  gave  us  a lot  of  flexibility 
on  travel  and  price.” 

Melvin  developed  the  idea  for  the  mini-study 
abroad  experience  last  May  while  in  Oxford, 
England,  leading  another  class  of  Elizabethtown 
students.  He  met  a member  of  the  faculty  of  CMC 
Graduate  School  of  Business,  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  business  schools  in  eastern  Europe. 
Conversations  led  to  more  detailed  exchanges 
and  then  agreement  while  Melvin  was  completing 
a book  while  on  sabbatical  last  fall. 

Matt  Lawless  ’04  from  Windber,  Pa.,  describes 
the  trip  as  "an  opportunity  of  a lifetime  with  aca- 
demic credits."  He  says  Prague  is  a city  that  has  so 
much  history  preserved  because  it  was  not  bombed 
during  World  War  II.  The  classes  at  CMC,  he  says, 
“were  taught  from  a different,  European  perspec- 
tive.” It  was  insightful,  he  says,  to  be  able  to  hear 
and  understand  how  people  outside  the  United 
States  view  issues  the  class  is  studying. 

Melvin  hopes  that  students  from  Elizabethtown 
will  eventually  go  to  Prague  to  earn  MBA  degrees 
and  that  Elizabethtown  can  develop  a faculty 
exchange  program  with  CMC.  -EAN

Engineering  Students  Design,  Build,  and  Serve 


First-year  engineering  students  at  Elizabethtown  College 
designed  and  built  community  projects  as  part  of  their 
“Introduction  to  Engineering”  course. 

The  students  worked  on  access  ramps  for  wheelchair- 
bound  individuals  in  Manor  Township,  Lancaster,  and 
Harrisburg;  jigs  to  help  learning-disabled  students  at 
Susquehanna  Middle  School  acquire  life  skills;  a doll  house 
for  the  Harrisburg  YWCA’s  Camp  Riley,  attended  by  chil- 
dren who  are  abuse  victims;  and  a handrail  system  for  the 
walking  bridge  behind  the  College’s  Brown  Building. 


Each  year,  the  first-year  engineering  students  at  the 
College  take  a full-year  course  titled  “Introduction  to 
Engineering.”  In  both  the  fall  and  spring  semesters,  a major 
design  project  is  undertaken  to  reinforce  some  of  the  core 
elements  of  the  course,  such  as  teamwork,  problem  solving, 
design,  and  application  of  basic  engineering  principles. 

Physics  and  engineering  department  chair  David 
Ferruzza  is  impressed  that  freshmen  completed  such  ambi- 
tious projects.  "Before  arriving  at  Elizabethtown,  not  a single 
one  of  them  would  have  imagined  they  would  so  quickly 


design  a significant  engineering  project,”  he  says.  "They 
coordinate  she  design  with  a customer,  apply  for  and  receive 
building  permits,  purchase  supplies  and  materials,  and  actually 
complete  construction.  These  achievements  authenticate  the 
vitality  and  relevance  of  an  Elizabethtown  education."

The  Scholarship  provides  aid  to  entering  students 
who  are  pursuing  a major  in  accounting  or  business.

Having  Vision  without  Sight; 

Teacher  and  student  learn  to  beat  the  odds 
of  a sight  disability

Ac  first  blush,  junior  social  work  major  Austin  Tepsic 
l appears  to  resemble  so  many  of  his  classmates. 
Handsome,  easy-going  manner,  winning  smile,  ears  pierced. 
What  makes  Austin  special  is  that  he  is  slowly  losing  his 
eyesight  due  to  Stargardts  Macular  Degeneration,  which 
was  diagnosed  when  he  was  in  fifth  grade.  At  this  point  in 
time,  Austin  can  only  see  letters  and  objects  either 


extremely  close  up  or  as  shadows.  Addressing  a room  filled 
with  people,  he  will  admit  to  everyone,  "I  cannot  see  you.” 

However,  Austin  has  not  slowed  down  his  learning 
one  bit.  He  is  learning  , Japanese,  a very  visual  language 
with  the  help  of  Mahua  Bhattacharya,  assistant  professor  in 
the  department  of  modem  languages.  “Prof.  Bhattacharya 
has  opened  up  my  eyes  and  has  shown 
me  that  there  are  people  out  there  who 
really  care,”  says  Austin. 

Bhattacharya  met  Austin  through 
his  fiance'  Christina  Lott,  a junior  phy- 
sics major  who  was  already  a student 
of  Japanese.  A lomantic  at  heart, 

Bhattacharya  encouraged  Austin  to 
take  one  of  her  classes  so  he,  too,  could 
learn  the  language  and  “he  and  Christina 
would  have  a language  to  cherish  togeth- 
er,” she  says.  When  he  demurred,  she 
questioned  why  his  disability  should 
deter  him  from  learning.  After  further 
reflection,  he  accepted  Bhattacharya’s 
challenge.  “I’ll  never  forget  that  day,” 
he  says. 

Austin  uses  a closed  circuit  televi- 
sion (CCTV),  provided  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Office  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
to  complete  assignments  in  his  residence 
hall.  This  device  enlarges  text  and  images 
so  he  is  able  to  view  them.  A CCTV, 
however,  is  not  readily  available  in  College  classrooms. 

“This  was  my  biggest  concern,”  says  Bhattacharya. 
“How  was  I going  to  get  the  technological  support  he  needs 
to  learn?”  Like  an  answered  prayer,  the  College’s  informa- 
tion and  technology  services  (ITS)  team  provided  the 
needed  resources.  Bob  Kennedy,  director  of  media  services, 
provided  a visualizer  in  order  to  enlarge  characters  and 
writing.  “Now,  whatever  Prof.  Bhattacharya  puts  up  on  the 
screen  for  the  entire  class,  I am  able  to  see  enlarged  on  the 
visualizer  screen,”  says  Austin.  “It  was  amazing  how  quickly 
ITS  responded  when  asked  to  help  out.” 

Another  of  Bhattacharya’s  concerns  was  to  convince 
Austin  to  leam  by  listening  rather  than  by  trying  to  write 
everything  down.  “On  the  other  hand,”  she  says,  “this  is 
a challenge  common  in  all  students  learning  a different 
language,  so  Austin  was  really  no  different  than  my  other 
students.” 

When  in  high  school,  Austin  did  not  think  he  would 
even  attempt  to  go  to  college,  but  with  his  mother’s  persist- 
ence and  encouragement,  he  applied.  “If  it  wasn’t  for  my 
mom,  I definitely  wouldn’t  be  here,”  he  says.  Although 
he  made  the  effort  to  apply  to  college  and  was  accepted, 
Austin  was  still  hesitant.  “It  takes  me  five  times  longer  to 


read  something  than  an  average  person  with  20/20  vision,” 
he  explains.  I heard  that  there  was  a lot  of  reading 
involved  in  college,  and  I wasn’t  sure  I could  handle  it  all.” 
He  was  also  nervous  about  other  students’  reactions  to  his 
disability  and  whether  they  would  accept  him.  Austin  was 
amazed,  however,  at  the  support  he  has  received  at  Etown. 

Almost  all  of  my  professors  have  been  willing  to  work  with 
me,  and  my  classmates  are  available  and  willing  to 
answer  questions  if  I miss  something.” 

Bhattacharya  has  also  learned  a lot  from  this 
experience  with  Austin.  “I  have  reconfigured  my 
notion  of  fair  when  it  comes  to  learning,"  she  says. 
“Fair  is  providing  what  people  need  in  the  learning 
process;  we  need  not  be  bound  by  policy.  If  someone 
needs  a little  more  time  on  a test,  I’ll  give  it  to  him. 

If  someone  needs  to  take  the  test  one  day  later 
because  he/she  has  two  other  tests  that  same  day, 

1 will  attempt  to  accommodate  their  request.” 

Her  experience  with  Austin  Tepsic  has  inspired 
Bhattacharya  in  her  teaching.  She  has  begun  con- 
ducting research  on  incorporating  disabilities  with 
learning  a modern  language.  She  is  planning  a project 
with  the  Susquehanna  Association  of  the  Blind. 

"This  experience  has  inspired  me  not  only  personally, 
but  spiritually;  it  was  God-sent,”  she  says.  "It  has  helped 
me  fully  understand  the  role  of  a proper  teacher;  learning 
is  most  important  no  matter  what,  and  everyone  has  a 
different  way  of  learning.” 

Not  only  is  Austin  learning  Japanese,  he  also  partici- 
pates in  Karate,  the  Japanese  Club,  Anime  Club  (Japanese 


animation),  Womenspeak,  the  Social  Work  Student  Assoc- 
iation, and  he  plays  guitar  and  sings.  If  there  is  one  thing 
that  he  could  say  to  someone  with  a disability  it  would  be 
to  remember  that  “no  matter  what,  know  that  you’re  an 
individual.  There’s  no  such  thing  as  normal.  Believe  in 
yourself,  and  give  it  everything  you  have  It’s  not  about  the 
grades  you  get,  it’s  the  experiences  you  have  and  the  people 
you  meet  that  count.” 

Austin  plans  on  becoming  a counselor,  specifically 
working  with  people  with  disabilities.  He  wants  to  give 
back  the  way  others  have  given  to  him  and  help  families 
understand  more  about  working  with  someone  with  a 
disability. 

Bhattacharya  reflects  on  her  experiences  with  Austin 
and  remarks,  “I  have  become  a better  person  because  of 
him,  and  I thank  God  for  this  opportunity."

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A Permanent  Republican  Majority?  Not  So  Fast

The  Argument  from  History:  W as  a “Faithful  Son” 


Though  George  W.  Bush  received  500,000  fewer  votes 
than  A1  Gore  in  the  2000  election  and  needed  the  help 
of  die  U.S.  Supreme  Court  to  become  President,  he  has 
acted  as  if  he  received  a popular  mandate  to  transform 
American  foreign,  economic  and  domestic  policy. 

As  a “wartime  president”  responding  to  the  terrorist 
attacks  of  September  11,  2001,  Bush  authorized  major  com- 
bat operations  in  Afghanistan  and  Iraq,  and  has  significantly 
shifted  federal  budget  priorities  toward 
defense  and  homeland  security  needs. 

As  steward  of  a sluggish  national 
economy,  Bush  won  Congressional 
approval  of  three  tax  cut  bills,  which  he 
hopes  will  produce  sustained  economic 
growth.  At  the  same  time,  his  fiscal  poli- 
cies in  the  post-9/1 1 age  have  converted 
federal  budget  surpluses  into  long-term 
debt.  The  fiscal  2004  budget  shortfall 
alone  will  top  $500  billion,  and  the 
Congressional  Budget  Office  estimates 
that  the  President’s  taxing  and  spending 
proposals  will  lead  to  an  accumulated, 
ten-year  deficit  of  $2.75  trillion. 

As  head  of  a government  charged 
to  “promote  the  general  welfare,"  Bush 
secured  passage  of  his  “No  Child  Left 
Behind”  proposal  for  education  reform  in 
2001,  and  a prescription  drug  benefit  for 
the  elderly  in  late  2003.  He  continues  to 
advocate  his  plan  for  the  partial  privati- 
zation of  Social  Security,  an  issue  that 
will  become  increasingly  important  as 
Baby  Boomers  near  retirement. 

While  the  President  is  focusing 
on  winning  re-election  this  November 
against  his  Democratic  challenger,  U.S. 

Senator  John  Kerry,  the  boldness  of  his  policy  agenda  indi- 
cates that  Bush  and  his  advisors  are  seeking  something 
more — the  establishment  of  a Republican  majority  that 
will  dominate  American  politics  for  a generation  or  longer. 

The  Political  Future  According  to  Karl  Rove 

One  year  ago,  presidential  advisor  Karl  Rove,  Bush’s 
political  mastermind,  speculated  that  the  national  elec- 
torate is  at  a point  similar  to  that  of  the  1890s,  when  the 
governing  agendas  of  the  two  major  parties  were  exhausted 
and  roughly  equal  in  strength.  Following  Rove’s  theory, 
Bush’s  program  of  bold  ideas  attempts  to  reconfigure  the 
political  landscape  toward  a permanent  GOP  majority, 
much  like  what  took  place  in  the  period  between  1896 
and  1932,  the  last  great  era  of  Republican  supremacy. 

In  the  view  of  Michael  Barone,  author  of  The  Almanac 
of  American  Politics  and  a Rove  favorite,  the  electorate  is 
moving  more  toward  the  Republicans  because  Americans 
are  becoming  more  tradition-minded,  religiously  observant 
and  moralistic.  The  core  of  the  Republican  vote  in  2000 
and  2002  was  among  church-going  citizens  and  married 
families  with  children,  groups  that  care  deeply  about  tradi- 
tional values. 

In  addition,  Barone  argues  that  members  of  a growing 
entrepreneurial  class,  the  rise  of  which  is  based  on  the  “new 
economy”  of  technology,  global  markets,  and  widespread 
investment  in  the  stock  market,  favor  the  GOP’s  emphasis 
on  tax  relief  and  increased  privatization  of  government 
functions,  including  Social  Security  and  education. 

Add  to  this  analysis  the  post-9/1 1 perception  that  the 
Republican  Party  is  better  qualified  to  deal  with  national 
security,  and  you  have  the  makings  of  a powerful  governing 
coalition. 

Ideas  and  trends  are  not  the  only  reasons  why 
Republicans  are  so  optimistic.  In  fact,  one  can  argue  that 
the  GOP  is  attempting  to  establish  dominance  through 
sheer  political  muscle. 

Bush  has  used  government  power  principally  to  further 
the  objectives  of  strengthening  conservative  institutions 
and  weakening  pillars  of  liberal  support.  Regardless  of 
whether  tax  cuts  will  actually  stimulate  the  economy  or 
whether  religious  organizations  can  deliver  social  services 
more  effectively,  Bush’s  policies  advance  an  ideological 
agenda  that  starves  the  government  and  discredits  public 
employee  unions. 


September  1 1 and  the  war  on  terrorism  gave  Bush 
wartime  legal  authority  and  high  public  approval  ratings, 
creating  a perpetual  sense  of  crisis  that  has  political  oppo- 
nents fearful  of  being  labeled  anti-patriotic  by  the  nexus  of 
conservative  advocacy  groups,  Republican  political  consult- 
ants, right-wing  talk-radio  hosts,  Fox  News  and  the  Wall 
Street  Journal  editorial  page. 

Rewarded  by  Bush’s  pro-business  policies  and  prodded 
by  the  hardball  tactics  of  House 
Majority  Leader  Tom  DeLay,  corpo- 
rations, defense  contractors  and 
other  groups  appear  ready  to  con- 
tribute mightily  to  Bush  and  his 
causes.  Republicans  outspent 
Democrats  2-to-l  in  the  2000  and 
2002  election  cycles,  and  have  a 
4-to-l  advantage  in  direct  campaign 
contributions  or  “hard”  money  that 
is  permitted  under  the  new  McCain- 
Feingold  Act.  Bush  may  raise  as 
much  as  $200  million  for  his  own 
campaign  this  year. 

Key  to  Rove’s  political  strategy 
is  the  mobilization  of  Christian 
evangelicals,  galvanized  in  recent 
months  by  such  issues  as  partial- 
birth  abortion,  human  cloning,  the 
words  “under  God"  in  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance,  and  even  the  theology 
of  the  actor-director  Mel  Gibson. 
Bush’s  nomination  of  social  conser- 
vatives to  the  federal  courts  and  his 
recent  declaration  of  support  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  ban 
gay  marriages  are  aimed  at  making 
the  Republican  Party  the  vanguard 
for  the  religious  right  in  a new  “culture  war.” 

Democratic  Counter-Arguments 

As  compelling  as  the  Rove-Barone  thesis  may  be  to 
Republicans,  there  are  alternative  theories  of  the  American 
political  future  that  point  away  from  GOP  hegemony. 

For  instance,  liberal  scholars  John  Judis  and  Ruy 
Teixeira  assert  that  there  is  an  “emerging  Democratic 
majority.”  They  argue  that  membership  is  growing  in  groups 
i that  vote  overwhelmingly  Democratic:  college-educated 
| and  single,  working  women;  the  “minority  majority”  popula- 
tion— African-Americans,  Latinos  and  Asians;  the  socially 
I liberal  professional  class;  and  residents  of  the  "ideopolis," 
j i.e.,  postindustrial  metropolitan  areas  anchored  in  the  high- 
tech  economy.  These  groups  are  more  tolerant  and  secular, 
and  more  skeptical  of  free  market  solutions  that  would 
jeopardize  the  environment  and  essential  social  services. 

By  the  same  token,  say  Judis  and  Teixeira,  the  groups 
that  Barone  claims  are  growing — churchgoers  and  tra- 
ditional, married-with-children  families — are  declin- 
ing in  the  population. 

Furthermore,  the  impact  of  events  on  elections 
cannot  be  underestimated.  In  a recent  critique  of  the 
idea  that  American  politics  runs  in  cycles,  political 
scientist  David  Mayhew  argues  that  electoral  politics 
I is  "just  one  thing  after  another."  New  events  — scan- 
dals, economic  recessions,  wars  — arise  unpredictably, 
triggering  new  issues  and  rearranging  voter  attitudes 
toward  the  parties.  Without  9/1 1,  for  instance,  it  is 
| unlikely  that  Republicans  would  be  in  a position  to 
I even  think  of  a permanent  majority.  However,  the 
; public  perception  of  Bush  as  America’s  protector  could 
i change  suddenly  with  a large-scale  suicide  attack  on 
U.S.  troops  in  Iraq  or  innocent  citizens  here  at  home. 

And,  all  things  being  equal,  most  Americans 
vote  on  the  basis  of  whether  the  incumbent  party  has  ade- 
quately managed  the  economy.  Thus,  the  fate  of  Bush  and 
his  Republican  cohorts  hinges  on  voter  perception  of  Bush’s 
economic  performance,  just  as  it  did  for  Bush’s  father  after 
; the  first  Gulf  War.  Regardless  of  whether  the  electorate 
endorses  or  rejects  Bushonomics  in  2004,  the  chances  that 
any  political  party  can  produce  lasting  majorities  are 
hostage  to  fluctuations  in  an  increasingly  globalized  economy. 


However,  if  American  politics  is  cyclical,  then  Bush’s 
success  as  a political  leader  must  be  placed  in  the  context  of 
“political  time."  According  to  political  historian  Stephen 
Skowronek,  Bush  can  be  viewed  as  a “faithful  son”  of  the 
dominant  political  figure  of  our  age,  Ronald  Reagan.  Like 
Thomas  Jefferson,  Andrew  Jackson,  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Franklin  Roosevelt  before  him,  Reagan  broke  with  the  pre- 
vailing pattern  of  dealing  with  public  issues  and  succeeded 
in  imposing  his  agenda  on  the  government  and  the  nation. 

Reagan  wanted  to  use  his  presidency  to  reduce  the  size 
and  power  of  the  federal  government,  claiming  in  his  first 
Inaugural  Address  that  “government  is  not  the  solution  to 
our  problem;  government  is  the  problem."  His  advocacy  of 
supply-side  tax  cuts,  deregulation,  missile  defense  and  social 
conservative  causes  became  Republican  orthodoxy,  and  his 
fiscal  policy  of  large-scale  federal  budget  deficits  constrained 
governmental  activism  for  the  rest  of  the  20th  century.  In 
foreign  policy,  Reagan  was  determined  to  change  the  course 
of  relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Communist 
world,  denouncing  the  USSR  as  the  “evil  empire”  and  artic- 
ulating a “Reagan  Doctrine”  in  which  the  U.S.  vigorously 
supported  anti-communist  “freedom  fighters”  in  places  such 
as  Afghanistan,  Angola,  and,  most  controversially, 
Nicaragua. 

Relishing  comparisons  to  Reagan,  Bush  is  facing  the 
challenge  of  all  “faithful  son”  presidents:  completing  the 
unfinished  business  of  the  founder  and  adapting  the  agenda 
to  changing  times.  Unlike  his  father,  who  betrayed  the 
Reagan  Revolution  by  breaking  his  notorious  pledge  not  to 
raise  taxes,  Bush  II  has  embraced  supply-side  economics  as 
the  answer  to  the  sluggish  economy.  In  Reaganesque  lan- 
guage he  has  defined  the  post-9/ 1 1 period  as  a struggle  of 
good  against  evil  and  conducted  “preemptive”  wars  against 
regimes  that  threaten  American  interests.  Like  Reagan, 

Bush  seeks  to  curb  liberal  activism  in  the  courts  on  issues 
such  as  abortion,  homosexuality,  and  the  separation  of 
church  and  state.  His  efforts  to  promote  privatization  of 
Social  Security,  Medicare  and  education,  though  blunted 
for  the  time  being,  can  be  seen  as  an  attempt  to  do  what 
the  Gipper  could  not:  sever  the  attachment  between 
Americans  and  federal  entitlement  programs. 

Though  Bush  has  apparently  learned  his  father’s  lesson 
about  not  alienating  the  conservative  base,  W’s  “compas- 
sionate conservative”  agenda  attempts  to  carry  out  the  elder 
Bush’s  aim  to  create  a “kinder,  gentler”  nation.  By  mandat- 
ing states  to  “leave  no  child  behind,”  providing  a federal 
prescription  drug  benefit  to  the  elderly,  and  increasing 
U.S.  aid  to  African  nations  afflicted  with  the  HIV/AIDS 
epidemic,  Bush  actually  seeks  to  expand  government  in 
selected  areas  and  thus  blur  the  differences  between  his 
social  policies  and  those  offered  by  the  Democrats. 

Unfortunately  for  Bush,  his- 
tory has  not  treated  “faithful  son” 
presidents  kindly,  according  to 
Skowronek.  James  Monroe,  James 
K.  Polk  and  Lyndon  Johnson  had 
lofty  aims  of  completing  the  unfin- 
ished business  of  the  regime  founder 
(Jefferson,  Jackson  and  FDR,  respec- 
tively) and,  moreover,  making  their 
own  mark  in  history.  All  had  sub- 
stantial political  and  institutional 
resources,  including  party  majorities 
in  Congress,  to  produce  solid  policy 
achievements.  Purely  in  terms  of 
legislative  accomplishments,  these 
presidents  rank  among  the  most 
prolific. 

However,  all  of  these  affiliated  leaders  left  office  in  dis- 
appointment or  disgrace.  For  example,  LBJ  sought  to  com- 
plete the  liberal  program  initiated  by  Franklin  Roosevelt’s 
New  Deal  by  pressing  for  enactment  of  Medicare,  federal  aid 
to  education  and  civil  rights  legislation.  Seeking  to  distin- 
guish his  presidency  from  his  Democratic  predecessors, 
Johnson  launched  the  War  on  Poverty.  At  the  same  time, 
he  believed  it  was  necessary  to  expand  American  military 
involvement  in  Vietnam  to  continue  the  containment  poli- 
cies of  post-World  War  II  presidents. 

Initially,  Johnson  succeeded  in  pushing  an  enormous 
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College's  Focus  on  "Adult  Learning"  Adapts  and  Expands

The  College  has  had  a presence  in  the  Pennsylvania 
“adult  education”  market  for  over  50  years,  but  changes 
in  the  program  instituted  in  2001  have  changed  the  face  of 
adult  learning  at  Elizabethtown  and  garnered  spectacular 
results. 

Embedded  in  many  layers  of  the  Colleges  strategic 
planning  initiative  in  the  late  1990s  were  calls  for  expanded 
enrollment  of  non-traditional  students,  development  of  new 
sources  of  funding,  and  creation  of  graduate  programs.  With 
the  hiring  of  John  Kokolus  as  dean  of  continuing  education 
and  distance  learning  (CCEDL)  in  February  2000,  these 
plans  began  to  be  transformed  into  outcomes. 

Kokolus  and  former  provost  Ron  McAllister  designed  a 
blueprint  for  a reorganization  of  CCEDL  as  an  autonomous 
academic  unit  within  the  College,  a unit  with  its  own 
administrative  and  academic  governance  through  the 
CCEDL  Council  on  Academic  Management.  The  president 
and  provost  of  the  College  and  dean  of  CCEDL  are  perma- 
nent  members  of  the  Council,  with  CCEDL  faculty,  students 
alumni,  and  the  local  community  also  serving.  Kokolus 
describes  this  new  academic  unit  as 
“an  ‘agile’  learning  organization  that 
responds  to  market  learning  needs  in 
a timely  way.” 

At  the  same  time,  CCEDL  devel- 
oped its  first  five-year  plan  to  redesign 
education  delivery  systems  that  reflected 
the  latest  trends  in  adult  education  and 
new  ways  to  expand  its  market  share. 

The  College’s  board  of  trustees  approved 
this  organization  and  plan  in  April  2001. 

The  Elizabethtown  plan  centers 
on  “andragogy,”  a learning  concept 
developed  by  the  noted  educator 
Malcolm  Knowles.  According  to  Dawn 
Spaar,  director  of  CCEDL,  andragogy 
emphasizes  that  “adult  learners  are  self- 
directed  and  expect  to  take  responsibility 
for  decisions.” 

Knowles  described  four  assumptions  about  the  design  of 
adult  learning:  1 ) adults  need  to  know  why  they  learn  some- 
thing new;  2)  adults  need  to  learn  experientially;  3)  adults 
approach  learning  as  problem-solving;  and  4)  adults  learn 
best  when  the  topic  is  of  immediate  value. 

“In  practical  terms,  this  means  that  instruction  for 
adults  needs  to  be  focused  more  on  the  process  and  less  on 
the  content  being  taught,”  says  Spaar.  “Strategies  such  as 
case  studies,  role  playing,  simulations,  and  self-evaluation 


are  most  useful.  CCEDL  instructors  adopt 
the  role  of  facilitator  rather  than  lecturer, 
grader,  or  teacher.” 

CCEDL  programs  have  also  shifted 
away  from  the  traditional  semester-long, 
evening-only  focus  that  often  meant 
students  could  take  2-3  times  as  long 
to  receive  a bachelor’s  degree  as  students 
enrolled  in  the  College’s  residential  pro- 
gram. CCEDL  programs  now  feature  at 
least  eight  five-week  accelerated  sessions 
per  year,  one  four-week  winter  Internet 
session  per  year,  and  at  least  two  weekend 
intensive  courses  per  year.  A student  start- 
ing from  scratch,  with  no  credits  awarded 
for  experience  or  transferred  from  another  college,  now  has 
the  ability  to  earn  a bachelor’s  degree  in  less  than  four  years. 

Eileen  Ogan,  a mass  transit  analyst  in  the  PA 
Department  of  Transportation,  a CCEDL  student,  and  a 
member  of  the  Council  on  Academic  Management,  attended 

college  for  a year  and  says, 
“for  the  next  30  years  I 
regretted  not  finishing." 

She  describes  her  decision 
to  return  to  college  at  Eliza- 
bethtown as  a “personal 
challenge.” 

With  the  accelerated 
5 -week  program,  she  points 
out  that  “I  will  be  able  to 
finish  my  degree  in  three 
years.”  When  she  started 
last  year,  Ogan  needed  27 
classes  to  earn  a degree  in 
business  administration.  By 
taking  a class  each  session, 
she  was  able  to  complete 
nine  classes  this  past  year. 

Students  have  what  Spaar  refers  to  as  “step-in/step-out 
flexibility,”  which  means  that  students  are  offered  individual- 
ized— rather  than  cohort — academic  planning.  “In  the  past, 
a student’s  progress  to  a degree  was  tied  to  a group,”  she  says. 
“Now,  a student  has  total  control  over  their  academic 
progress.” 

Ogan  echoes  this  sentiment  in  her  reflections  on 
CCEDL  faculty.  "They  are  actually  working  in  the  area  that 
they  teach.  This  allows  instructors  to  bring  real-life  situations 
to  the  classroom,  which  fosters  relevant  discussions  with  the 


students,"  she  says.  “For  instance, 
Steve  Riccio,  who  teaches 
‘Introduction  to  Microcomputer 
Applications’  and  ‘Organizational 
Behavior,’  makes  certain  that  he 
assesses  individual  abilities  and 
adapts  his  five-week  teaching  ses- 
sions to  maximize  each  student’s 
learning  experience.” 

Ogan  chose  Elizabethtown 
College  for  several  reasons  in  addi- 
tion to  the  scheduling  flexibility. 
“Since  I live  in  Elizabethtown  and 
work  in  Harrisburg,  class  locations 
were  convenient,”  she  says.  “Also, 

I feel  that  the  cost  is  very  reasonable;  in  fact,  it’s  in  line  with 
state  school  programs.  Finally,  I think  that  Elizabethtown 
College  has  an  excellent  reputation,  and  I would  be  proud 
to  say  that  I received  my  degree  there." 

The  most  notable  recent  achievement  has  been  the 
opening  of  a branch  campus  on  College  Square  in  Lancaster 
last  fall.  “We  have  been  in  Harrisburg  at  the  Dixon 
University  Center  since  the  middle  of  the  20th  century," 
notes  Kokolus.  "With  the  opening  of  our  new  center  in 
Lancaster,  we  can  now  boast  of  being  able  to  provide  hands- 
on  service  and  attention  to  students  throughout  the  region.” 
Ogan  notes  that  she  has  taken  classes  at  all  three  CCEDL 
locations. 

Given  that  students  receive  technology  support  avail- 
able for  all  courses,  Spaar  points  out,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  number  of  completely  Internet-based,  five-week  acceler- 
ated courses  being  offered  throughout  the  year  has  also  been 
increasing.  “Internet  course  offerings  used  to  be  for  residen- 
tial students  trying  to  make  up  credits  over  the  summer,” 
she  noted.  “Now  all  our  Internet  students  are  true  CCEDL 
students.” 

Kokolus  is  also  excited  about  the  new  master  of  social 
work  program  to  be  offered  jointly  by  Elizabethtown’s  social 
work  department  and  Temple  University,  which  will  be 
administered  through  the  CCEDL.  "This  is  a perfect  program 
for  both  institutions,"  he  notes.  "In  the  field  of  social  work, 
it  is  a necessity  to  possess  a master’s  degree.  Borrowing  on 
the  strengths  of  both  Elizabethtown  and  Temple,  we  can 
reach  prospective  students  in  areas  not  previously  served.” 

Following  years  of  decline  in  the  1990s,  Kokolus  notes, 
CCEDL  is  at  the  mid-point  of  its  five-year  plan  and  is 
exceeding  the  enrollment  and  revenue  expectations  of  that 
plan.  In  the  last  four  years,  revenues  from  students  have

legislative  agenda  through  a Congress  dominated  by  his 
party.  His  efforts  to  lead  liberal  government  to  a higher  level 
of  achievement  by  both  holding  onto  established  commit- 
ments and  making  new  policy  initiatives  ultimately  collapsed, 
however.  Promising  both  guns  and  butter  and  asserting  that 
the  U.S.  was  winning  the  war  in  Vietnam,  Johnson  suffered 
a “credibility  gap”  when  events  at  home  and  overseas  turned 
against  him.  By  overreaching  and  attempting  to  satisfy  too 
broad  a range  of  interests,  his  leadership  project  imploded. 

Similarly,  Bush  is  taking  the  high-risk  road  that  LBJ 
traveled  after  his  landslide  victory  in  1964.  The  President’s 
swollen  policy  agenda,  which  includes  the 
potential  for  another  Vietnam  in  post- 
Saddam  Iraq,  is  a recipe  for  Johnson-style 
overcommitment. 

Recently,  fellow  Republicans  have 
expressed  serious  concerns  over  Bush’s 
apparent  indifference  to  deficit-spending, 
the  estimated  costs  of  the  new  prescription 
drug  benefit,  and  the  President’s  proposed 
liberalization  of  immigration  policy.  If 
Skowronek  is  right,  we  should  see  increas- 
ing debate  in  Republican  circles  about 
whether  Bush  is  a “true”  conservative. 

Furthermore,  it  is  likely  that  a bloody, 
intraparty  struggle  will  develop  over  the 
direction  of  a post-W  GOP. 

Like  LBJ,  Bush’s  credibility  is  riding  on  whether  his  own 
guns  and  butter  policies  will  lead  to  prosperity  and  greater 


security  for  the  American  people.  Bush’s  shifting  rationales 
for  going  to  war  in  Iraq  in  light  of  the  failure  to  find  weapons 
of  mass  destruction  and  for  making  his  tax  cuts  permanent  in 
light  of  the  stunning  inaccuracy  of  his  administration’s  budg- 
et projections  are  signs  of  the  tendency  of  overextended  pres- 
idents to  try  to  spin  their  way  out  of  trouble.  The  danger  of 
this  strategy  is  that  if  events  go  awry,  the  cornerstone  of 
Bush’s  authority — a reputation  for  honesty  and  trustworthi- 
ness— will  erode,  creating  a legitimacy  crisis  in  a second 
term,  if  it  comes,  that  may  surpass  the  controversy  of  the 
2000  Florida  recount. 

Thus,  Bush’s  adherence  to  Reagan  orthodoxy 
constrains  his  leadership  efforts.  Rather  than 
breaking  free  of  the  bonds  of  “political  time,” 

Bush  is  anchored  in  a cycle  that  doomed  his 
“faithful  son”  predecessors,  including  George  Bush 
senior,  to  despair. 

Perhaps  he  can  escape  his  fate  by  good  for- 
tune, such  as  the  capture  or  death  of  Osama  bin 
Laden.  Or  maybe  the  political  equivalent  of 
“shock  and  awe” — the  combined  force  of  the 
institutional  and  political  machinery  at  the  dis- 
posal of  Bush  and  the  Republicans — will  over- 
whelm an  under-resourced  and  more  diverse 
Democratic  opposition. 

Alternatively,  his  presidency  could  collapse 
from  the  weight  of  his  Texas-sized  agenda — not 
necessarily  before  November  2004,  but  soon  after.  In  any 
event,  Bush  appears  determined  to  win  Big  or  lose  it  all.

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Susan  in  Bold;  Alumna  leads  campaign  of  compassion

Upon  meeting  Susan 
Wheeler  ’94,  you 
sense  a strong  life  force 
and  a passion  for  things 
around  her.  It  makes 
sense  when  you  learn 
that  she  is  the  mother 
of  seven,  that  she  found 
the  courage  and  fortitude 
to  go  to  college  at  an 
age  when  most  of  the 
students  surrounding 
her  in  classes  were  young 
enough  to  be  her  own 
children,  that  she  is  an 
environmental  activist, 
or  that  she  chose  to 
become  a teacher. 

What  you  do  not 
sense  about  her,  behind 
her  easy  smile  and  infec- 
tious laughter,  is  that  she 
is  also  at  the  center  of  a 
controversy  surrounding  Susan  Wheeler  '94 
the  life  of  one  her  sons, 

Jim.  The  one  who  publicly  declared  himself  gay  as  a teenager 
and  who  never  lived  to  see  his  20th  birthday. 

Susan  Wheeler  has  always  loved  learning,  but  as  a 
young  wife  of  a physician  in  general  practice  who  often 


would  work  into  the  night  and  mother  to  seven,  her  own 
dreams  of  becoming  a teacher  were  deferred  until  the  1990s. 
“By  then,  I feared  that  my  brain  had  turned  to  oatmeal,” 
she  says. 

At  Elizabethtown,  she  found  an  accredited  academic 
program  that  was  close  to  her  home  in  Lebanon,  flexible 
enough  to  allow  her  to  attend  both  day  and  evening  classes, 
and  professors  who  helped  her  out  of  her  “oatmeal"  phase. 
She  is  especially  fond  of  memories  of  professors  like  Paul 
Gottfried,  Bob  Heckman,  Terry  Blue,  Paul  Rice,  and  Dick 
Mumford,  who  brought  students  to  his  house  for  a Japanese 
tea  ceremony. 

Upon  graduating  from  Elizabethtown  in  1994,  she  was 
able  to  balance  family  responsibilities  and  professional  goals 
by  substitute  teaching  at  Annville-Cleona  and  Cedar  Crest 
high  schools. 

Her  fourth  child  was  Jim,  a prolific  and  talented  artist 
and  poet.  “Jim  was  flamboyant  in  a pretty  conservative, 
rural  area,”  Susan  remembers.  “He  dyed  his  hair  red  and  had 
pierced  his  body  in  several  places,  including  his  tongue.  He 
didn’t  like  a lot  of  typically  boy  things.” 

It  came  as  little  surprise  to  his  family  when,  as  a teenager, 
he  told  them  he  was  gay.  However,  things  changed  for  Jim 
once  he  publicly  discussed  his  sexual  orientation.  As  was  his 
style,  he  announced  himself  with  more  of  a shout  than  a 
whisper.  At  school,  Jim  was  abused  regularly.  Male  classmates 
called  him  “faggot”  or  “queer,”  once  pulling  him  out  of  the 
gym  shower  and  urinating  on  him.  He  pretended  that  it 
didn’t  matter,  but  Susan  remembers  that  it  did.  “Jim  tried 


to  be  strong  in  the  face  of  the 
abuse,  but  he  was  fragile,” 
she  says. 

“Jim  was  always  such  a 
happy  kid,”  she  says,  “but  this  is  a 
tough  area  to  grow  up  gay.  It  was 
like  he  was  the  only  gay  person 
in  Lebanon  County.  He  had  no 
one  to  talk  to  and  his  only  means 
of  expression  became  his  painting 
and  writing.  He  thought  he  had 
nothing  to  look  forward  to.” 

In  November  of  1997,  at 
the  age  of  19,  he  killed  himself. 

In  her  grief,  Susan  became 
active  in  a new  cause,  that  of 
helping  young  gay  people.  She 
joined  Young  Gay  America,  a 
network  of  people  who  work  to 
inform,  educate,  and  support  gay 
youth.  About  a year  after  Jim’s 
death,  Susan  met  two  young 
filmmakers  named  Glen  Holsten 
and  Malcolm  Lazin,  who  pro- 
posed making  a film  about  Jim. 

Lazin  had  learned  of  Jim’s  story  shortly  after  his  death. 
An  artist  who  knew  Jim  gave  Lazin  some  of  the  young  man’s 
poetry  to  read.  “1  was  totally  pulled  in,”  said  Lazin,  in  an 
interview  with  the  South  Bend  Tribune.  He  described  it  as 
feeling  like  Jim  reached  into  his  chest  and 
grabbed  him. 

Jim’s  family  accepted  the  proposal.  “It  was 
an  opportunity,”  Susan  recalls. 

The  result  of  this  opportunity  is  a docu- 
mentary called  Jim  in  Bold,  which  was  released 
last  May  and  almost  immediately  began  garner- 
ing small  film  festival  awards.  The  filmmakers 
describe  Jim  in  Bold  as  a story  of  journeys.  Jim’s 
tragic  journey  is  told  through  interviews  with 
his  family,  interwoven  with  a cross-country 
road  trip  and  interviews  with  young  people 
conducted  by  members  of  Young  Gay  America. 

“It  was  hard  making  this  film,  especially  for 
Jim’s  siblings,”  says  Susan. 

The  film,  which  has  been  shown  in 
Annville  and  Harrisburg,  thrust  Susan  into  a 
spotlight  she  had  not  wanted  but  from  which 
she  has  not  shied  away.  She  was  interviewed  by 
the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  last  summer,  in  which 
described  she  was — her  as  she  knocked  on  the 
door  of  U.S.  Senator  Rick  Santorum’s  office  in 
Washington,  D.C. — on  a mission  to  change  his 
view  of  homosexuals.  She  was  unsuccessful  then,  but  has 
since  gone  back  to  Washington  with  Malcolm  Lazin  to  show 
the  film  to  other  lawmakers. 

She  has  been  speaking  to  youth  groups  and  gay  and 
lesbian  groups,  raising  money  for  education,  and  pushing  for 
what  she  calls  a "revolution  on  a personal  level.” 

However,  as  an  activist,  she  has  had  to  deal  with  trials 
far  greater  than  politicians’  closed  doors.  For  example,  she  is 
no  longer  teaching.  “I  was  always  being  pointed  out  as  ‘Jim’s 
mom.’  It  made  it  hard  to  teach,  to  do  my  work,  because  I 
had  become  a lightening  rod  for  controversy  about  Jim  and 
the  film." 

She  and 
her  family 
have  also 
become  the 
focal  point  of  a 
hate  campaign 
organized  by 
Rev.  Fred 
Phelps  and  the 
members  of 
the  Westboro 
Baptist  Church 
of  Topeka, 

Kansas.  Phelps 
and  his  group, 
who  have 

become  infa-  Jim  Wheeler 


mous  for  picketing  the  funerals  of  AIDS  victims  with  signs 
that  read  “God  Hates  Fags"  and  “AIDS  Cures  Fags,”  has 
targeted  the  Wheeler  family  and  southcentral  Pennsylvania 
churches  preaching  tolerance  for  his  protest  campaign 
because  of  Jim  in  Bold.  They  have  traveled  to  Pennsylvania 
to  picket  churches  in  Lebanon  and  Harrisburg  to  “oppose 
the  homosexual  lifestyle,”  according  to  the  church’s  web  site 
(www.godhatesfags.com).  They  have  also  proposed  erecting 
a public  monument  in  Lebanon  as  a “memorial”  to  Jim 
Wheeler,  commemorating  the  day  he  “entered  hell.” 

"I  have  received  faxes  from  Phelps  and  his  followers 
that  refer  to  me  as  the  ‘mother  from  hell,”’  she  says.  “They 
blame  me  for  the  death  of  my  son  because  I ‘allowed’  him 
to  be  gay,  as  if  either  of  us  had  a choice.  Being  gay  is  not 
a choice.” 

While  the  public  and  private  attacks  are  not  welcome, 
they  have  helped  Susan  derive  some  insight  into  her  own 
son’s  life.  “Jim  was  raised  to  be  a good  person  with  a social 
conscience,”  she  says.  “When  I compare  him  to  Rev.  Phelps, 
I cannot  feel  angry.  I feel  sorry  for  them.” 

In  some  ways,  she  points  out,  Phelps  is  good  for  gay 
activism.  “He  puts  a face  on  hatred  and  bigotry,”  she  says, 
“like  the  face  Adolph  Hitler  has  given  to  anti-semitism.” 

She  has  begun  to  sense  a change  in  the  way  people 
around  her  deal  with  the  subject  of  homosexuality.  “It  used 
to  be  hard  for  people  in  our  community  to  even  utter  the 
words  ‘gay’  and  ‘homosexual’  in  public,”  she  says.  “The 
question  now  has  been  planted  in  people’s  minds.  This 
revolution,  however,  will  proceed  at  its  own  speed.  It  will 
take  more  than  simply  passing  laws.  It  will  take  people  get- 
ting to  know  each  other  and  seeing  ‘gay’  people  as  people 
first  and  foremost. 

“My  son  taught  me  a lot  in  his  19  years,”  she  says.  “I 
was  lucky  to  have  had  him.” 

In  January,  the  school  board  in  Wheeler’s  hometown 
of  Lebanon  approved  the  creation  of  a gay-straight  student 
alliance  at  his  former  high  school.  The  producers  of  Jim  in 
Bold  continue  to  show  the  film  at  festivals  in  this  country 
and  abroad. 

"This  is  the  incredible  coming  out  story  of  a family,” 
Lazin  said.  “It’s  happening  across  the  country,”

Hollinshead  is  Player 
of  the  Year 


Elizabethtown  College  senior  forward  Jessica  Hollinshead 
of  Jenkintown,  Pa.,  has  been  named  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  Player  of  the  Year  in  women’s  basketball, 
and  she  has  earned  a spot  on  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  first  team  as  well.  It  is  the  first  time  an 


Elizabethtown  player  has  earned  the  conference  Player 
of  the  Year  award  since  the  1998-99  season.  It  is  also  the 
first  time  in  Hollinshead’s  career  that  she  has  ever  been 
named  to  an  all-conference  team. 

Hollinshead  led  the  Blue  Jays  and  the  entire 
Commonwealth  Conference  in  scoring  this  season  with 
18.1  points  per  game.  She  started  all  25  of  the  Blue  Jays’ 
games  in  2003-04,  totaling  453  points  in  the  process. 

She  also  led  Etown  in  rebounding  with  209  rebounds 
for  an  average  of  8.4  per  game,  and  she  led  the  team  in 
blocked  shots  with  21.  She  had  42  steals  this  season,  shot 
48.1%  ( 1 87— for— 389 ) from  the  field,  and  made  70.9% 
(78— for— 1 10)  of  her  free  throws. 

Hollinshead  also  ranked  third  in  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  in  rebounding  this  year,  and  she  finished 
ninth  in  the  conference  in  blocks,  third  in  field  goal 
percentage,  and  seventh  in  free  throw  percentage.  She 
wrapped  up  her  career  with  867  points,  456  rebounds, 

57  blocks,  and  84  steals. 

The  Elizabethtown  College  women’s  basketball  team 
ended  the  2003-04  season  with  a 14-11  overall  record, 
its  best  mark  since  2000-01.  -IHS 


College  Pays  Respects  to  Trustee  Boyd 


All  the  members  of  the  Blue 
Jays  baseball  team  partici- 
pated in  the  Akron  Mayor’s 
Frostbite  Challenge  on  February 
7.  They  ran  in  memory  of 
College  trustee  Darvin  Boyd, 
who  died  unexpectedly  a week 
earlier  while  training  to  partici- 
pate in  the  race.  Blue  Jays  base- 
ball coach  Matt  Jones,  College 
president  Ted  Long,  former 
Phillies  pitcher  Gene  Garber  ’69, 
and  many  dignitaries  were  on 
hand  as  well  to  pay  their  respects 
to  Boyd  and  his  family. 

Boyd  joined  the  College’s  Board  of  Trustees  shortly  after 
the  passing  of  his  son,  Kevin  ’98,  a former  member  of  the  base- 
ball team.  Through  his  personal  grief,  he  told  friends  and  col- 
leagues that  he  would  dedicate  his  service  to  the  College  to 
the  memory  of  his  son.  Boyd  spearheaded  many  of  the  most 
successful  fundraising  efforts  to  build  a new  baseball  stadium 
for  Elizabethtown  College,  which  is  named  after  his  son,  and 


he  became  a well-known  and  popular 
supporter  of  the  baseball  team. 

“He  loved  these  guys,”  Jones  said 
at  the  race.  “It’s  been  tough  to  even 
think  about  baseball  lately.  We’re 
devastated.” 

Among  Boyd’s  successful  efforts 
was  working  with  the  mayor  of 
Akron,  Pa.,  Kirby  Smith,  to  host 
a five-mile  run/walk  to  raise  money 
for  the  ballpark.  Boyd’s  goals  were 
to  raise  $20,000  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  race  and  complete  the  course  in 
under  50  minutes.  It  is  now  expected 
that  the  total  proceeds  from  the  race  will  far  exceed  the  goal. 
The  stadium  will  cost  just  over  $1  million  to  complete. 

Official  play  in  the  new  stadium  began  in  March.  The 
stadium  will  be  completed  this  summer  with  the  addition 
of  stands  for  several  hundred  spectators  and  a scoreboard. 
"Darvin  started  the  stadium  for  Kevin,”  Long  notes.  “We’re 
going  to  finish  it  for  Darvin.”  - EAN

the  1993  season.  Bill  Helm  returned  as  head  coach  in 
1994  and  led  the  team  to  one  of  the  biggest  one-season 
turnarounds  in  College  history,  going  21-13  in  1994  after 
winning  only  three  matches  the  previous  season.  The  team 
went  27-16  in  1995  and  24-1 1 in  1996.  Liz  Bishard  ’98  set 
program  records  for  most  kills  in  a career  with  1,295  and 
most  digs  in  a career  with  1,440. 

The  field  hockey  team,  under  coach  Yonnie  Kauffman, 
saw  its  share  of  strong  seasons  throughout  the  1990s  as  well, 
going  15-5  in  1994,  14-4  in  1995,  and  14-5  in  1996.  Heidi 
Balmer  ’96  became  an  All-American  in  1995,  and  Maggie 
Nelis  ’97  set  a program  record  for  most  assists  in  a career 
with  38  from  1993  to  1996. 

Bob  Schott  guided  the  women’s  tennis  team  to  a 
31-13  record  from  1990  to  the  spring  of  1993.  Women’s 
tennis  switched  from  playing  in  the  spring  to  playing  in  the 

fall  in  1993,  and  Kathy 
Montgomery  took  over  as 
the  head  coach  in  the  fall 
of  1993.  That  year,  the 
team  went  11-1  and  won 
its  first  MAC  title.  The 
team  won  its  second 
MAC  championship  in 
1995,  going  13-4  overall. 
Froujke  Taconis  became 
the  first  Etown  women’s 
tennis  player  to  win  the 
MAC  individual  singles 
championship  in  1995. 

Kara  Metzger  ’96  ran  up  a 79-14  record,  the  highest  win 
total  in  program  history,  from  the  spring  of  1993  to  the  fall 
of  1995,  and  Michelle  Artz  ’94  posted  a 70-17  overall  record 
from  the  spring  of  1991  to  the  fall  of  1993.  George  Zink  took 
over  as  the  head  coach  in  1999. 

The  women’s  cross  country  team  fin- 
ished as  the  MAC  runner-up  in  both 
1993  and  1994,  and  the  Blue  Jays  placed 
third  in  the  conference  in  1995  with  an 
8-1  dual  meet  record.  Jennifer  Lynn  ’96 
became  Etown’s  second  All-MAC  runner 
in  1993,  and  Mindy  Enterline  ’96  became 
the  fourth  in  1994-  From  1990  to  1997, 
the  Blue  Jay  women’s  cross  country  pro- 
gram compiled  a dual  meet  record  of 
55-28. 

In  men’s  cross  country,  Etown  fin- 
ished its  dual  meet  season  9-7  in  1990 
and  8-6-1  in  1991.  The  1996  team  fin- 
ished seventh  at  the  MAC  championship, 
its  highest  finish  since  1972.  1994  team 
captain  John  Leaman  ’95  became 
Elizabethtown  College’s  first  Rhodes 
Scholar. 

Collegiate  cross  country  changed 
more  over  the  course  of  the  1990s  than 
any  other  sport  Elizabethtown  sponsored.  As  the  decade 
went  on,  the  traditional  dual  meet  season  that  used  to  be 
one  of  a team’s  main  focuses  was  gradually  scrapped  in  favor 
of  large  invitationals.  As  a result,  fewer  races  were  contested, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  decade,  the  focus  of  the  cross  country 
season  had  shifted  to  the  very  end,  at  the  conference  and 
regional  championship  meets,  with  only  one  or  two  dual 
meets  being  held  each  year. 

Another  major  change  in  cross  country  that  was  specific 
to  Elizabethtown  occurred  in  1998,  when  the  decision  was 
made  to  bring  back  track  &.  field  as  a varsity  sport  at  the 
College.  Although  the  track  &.  field  teams  would  not  com- 
pete at  the  varsity  level  until  January  2000,  Chris  Straub  was 
hired  as  the  new  men’s  and  women’s  track  &.  field  and  men’s 
and  women’s  cross  country  coach  in  the  summer  of  1998  to 
begin  building  the  programs. 

The  distance  element  of  the  men’s  track  &.  field  program 
wound  up  being  built  very  quickly,  and  in  1999,  the  men’s 
cross  country  team  won  its  first  MAC  title  since  1965.  The 
team  qualified  as  a unit  to  compete  in  the  NCAA  Division 
III  championship  for  the  first  time,  where  it  placed  24th  in 
the  nation.  Larry  Bullock  ’00  finished  as  the  MAC  individ- 
ual runner-up  in  men’s  cross  country  1999,  spearheading  a 
group  of  seven  Etown  runners  who  finished  in  the  top  20.

In  the  fall  of 
1998,  Jen  Olmstead 
’99  became  the  fourth 
Etown  women’s  cross 
country  runner  to  earn 
a spot  on  the  All- 
MAC  team,  and 
Maggie  Martin  ’03 
followed  in  1999. 

The  1990s  witnessed  a renaissance  in  swimming  at 
Elizabethtown  under  coach  Mike  Guinivan.  In  1991-92,  the 
men’s  swimming  team  finished  8-6,  its  best  record  since 
1972-73,  and  it  placed  seventh  at  the  MAC  championships, 
its  best  finish  since  1976-77.  1992-93  proved  to  be  a record- 
setting  season  for  the  men’s  swimming  squad,  as  it  posted  a 
17-0  dual  meet  record,  and  it  placed  fourth  at  the  MAC 
championships,  its  best  finish  there  since  1972-73.  The  team 
improved  to  second  in  the  MAC  in  1993-94  while  going 
9-4  in  dual  meets.  The  1994-95  men’s  swimming  team  won 
its  first  MAC  title  since  1969-70  while  compiling  a 9-5 
record.  The  Etown  men’s  swimming  team  finished  second  at 
the  MAC  championships  in  both  1995-96  and  1996-97. 

The  women’s  swimming  team  built  a bit  more  slowly 
than  the  men,  but  by  1993-94  and  1994-95,  it  was  finishing 
fourth  at  the  MAC  championships.  In  1995-96  and  1996— 
97,  the  team  moved  up  to  second  in  the  MAC  championship 
standings.  The  1995-96  team  tore  through  its  dual  meet 
season,  going  13-3,  while  the  1996—97  team  went  11-6.  In 
1997-98,  the  team  again  went  13-3  in  its  dual  meet  season, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  season  it  captured  its  first  MAC  cham- 
pionship ever.  The  women’s  swimming  team  repeated  as 
MAC  champion  in  1998-99,  and  it  went  15-2  in  its  dual 
meet  season,  its  best  record  ever. 

From  1996  to  1999,  breaststroke  and  individual  medley

specialist  Jackie  Zimmerman  ’99  distinguished  herself  by 
being  named  an  All-American  all  four  years  of  her  collegiate 
career.  To  this  day,  she  is  the  only  Elizabethtown  College 
athlete  to  accomplish  the  feat. 

The  wrestling  team  began  the  decade  by  completing  the 
1989-90  season  with  a 21-5  overall  record,  the  most  wins  in 
dual  matches  in  a single  season  in  the  history  of  the  program. 
In  1990-91,  Dane  Delozier  became  an  All-American.  In 
1992-93,  Mike  Ahem  completed  his  career  with  a 122-20 
overall  record,  the  most  career  victories  for  an  Etown 
wrestler  in  the  history  of  the  program.  Eric  Mast  took  over 
as  the  head  coach  of  the  wrestling  team  in  1993-94  and 
1994-95,  and  Steve  Capoferri  became  the  head  wrestling 
coach  in  1995-96.  That  year  witnessed  a two-pronged 
assault  on  the  Etown  record  for  most  wins  in  a season,  which 
stood  at  40  since  1989.  Bryan  Zeamer  finished  the  season 
with  a 40-7  record,  while  Justin  Barbush  completed  the 
season  with  a 41-3  mark.  Both  became  All-Americans  that 
season  as  well.  The  1997-98  wrestling  team  went  18-7  in 
dual  matches  and  had  three  Blue  Jays  earn  individual  MAC 
titles.  From  1990-91  to  1998-99,  the  wrestling  team  went 
104-80-3. 

After  a brief  rebuilding  period  following  the  women’s 
basketball  team’s  1989  national  championship,  the  Blue  Jays

In  this  excerpt,  he  recounts  the  glory 
days  of  the  1990s. 


The  1990s  began  with  Elizabethtown  College  possessing 
one  of  the  most  consistently  successful  athletic  programs 
in  NCAA  Division  III,  a feature  that  has  continued  to  dis- 
tinguish the  College  today.  The  Middle  Atlantic  Conference, 
once  a sprawling  entity  of  over  25  schools,  saw  massive 
changes  occur  to  its  structure  in  1993,  after  several  schools 
left  the  organization,  leaving  it  with  its  current  slate  of  16 
institutions  divided  between  two  groups,  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  (including  Elizabethtown)  and  the  Freedom 
Conference. 

The  women’s  soccer  team  spent  the  decade  developing 
into  one  of  the  nation’s  best.  The  1990s  began  with  a bang 
for  the  team,  as  it  went  13-1-1  under  new  head  coach  Ed 
Batistsa,  and  Amy  Hyde  ’93  became  the  program’s  first  All- 
American  that  year.  Hyde  finished  her  career  with  63  goals, 
30  assists  and  156  points. 

Barry  Dohner  ’83  took  over  as  the  head  coach  of  the 
women's  soccer  program  in  1994,  and  by  1996,  he  had  led 
the  team  to  its  first  MAC  championship  and  an  18-2-2 
record.  In  1997,  the  team  made  the  NCAA  Division  III 
tournament  field  for  the  first  time,  and  it  advanced  all  the 

way  to  the  Final 
Four,  which  it  also 
hosted  at  Herr 
Field.  The  team 
finished  19-4-3 
overall,  and  def- 
ender Amy  Bender 
’98  became  the 
program’s  second 
All-American. 
Etown  made  it  to 
the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment every  year 
from  1997  to  1999, 
and  the  team  won 
its  second  MAC 
championship  in 
1998.  Kristy  Wade 
’00  set  Etown  pro- 
gram records  in 
goals  scored  (68) 
and  points  (171) 
while  playing  from 
1996  to  1999. 

The  men’s  soccer  team  under  coach  Skip  Roderick  '74 
continued  its  successes  in  the  1990s,  reaching  the  NCAA 
tournament  every  year  from  1990  to  1996  as  well  as  return- 
ing to  the  tournament  in  1999.  The  team  won  MAC  cham- 
pionships in  1990,  1991,  1993,  1994,  1996  and  1999,  and  it 
finished  as  the  MAC  runner-up  in  1995  and  1997.  The 
men's  soccer  team  went 
182-35-12  throughout 
the  1990s.  Etown  men’s 
soccer  players  were 
named  All-Americans 
eight  times  in  the 
decade,  with  Jay  Varrato 
and  Robbie  Martin  both 
becoming  two-time  All- 
Americans  in  1990. 

The  volleyball 
team  entered  the 
1990s  by  going  25-17 
in  the  first  year.  Pam 
Drazkowski’s  last  sea- 
son as  the  head  coach 
was  1992,  and  Dave 
Moyer  and  Mike

Murray  commented  on  the  project,  “Jess  sampled  Lake 
Placida  and  some  nearby  wetlands  that  the  College  installed 


as  part  of  the  Growing  Greener  project  underwritten  by 
Pennsylvania’s  Department  of  Environmental  Protection. 

She  measured  the  amounts  of  phosphorus,  nitrate  and 
ammonium  in  the  water  moving  through  the  system. 

“One  of  the  goals  of  the  lake  restoration  was  to  improve 
water  quality  leaving  the  campus.  Jess  showed  that  nitrate 
did  indeed  decrease  as  it  flowed  through  the  wetlands  and 
lake,  but  ammonium  and  phosphate  did  not. 

“Nitrate  is  a drinking  water  contaminant  and  a particular 
threat  in  agricultural  Lancaster  County,  so  her  findings  have 
wider  significance  than  just  the  College.”

Facts  About  the  Immigrants:  A Prose  Poem"  read  on  National 
Public  Radio’s  “Writer’s  Almanac,”  a daily  program  of  poetry 
and  history  hosted  by  Garrison  Keillor,  in  early  January.

Winning  manuscripts,  selected  in  May,  appear  in  the  annual 
volume  The  Pushcart  Prize:  Best  of  the  Small  Presses. 

Sarracino’s  Civil  War  poems  have  been  published  in  a 
number  of  magazines,  including  Prairie  Schooner,  The  Beloit 
Poetry  Journal,  and  The  Laurel  Review.  A chapbook  collection 
I of  this  poetry,  The  Heart  of  War,  was  recently  published  by 
Parallel  Press,  an  imprint  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin- 
Madison  Libraries.  The  complete  collection,  titled  The 
Battlefield  Photographer,  will  be  published  by  Orchises  Press  in 
2007.  Growing  out  of  an  18th  and  19th  century  tradition  of 
inexpensive  ballad  literature,  chapbooks  are  typically  small 
publications  that  contain  songs,  poems,  political  treatises, 
folk  stories,  religious  tracts,  and  all  manner  of  short  texts. 


Vivian  Bergel,  social  work 
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found  themselves  back  in  the  MAC  playoffs  in  1991  and 
back  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  tournament  in  1994  under 
legendary  coach  Yonnie  Kauffman.  The  women’s  basketball 
team  made  the  NCAA  tournament  field  every  year  from 
1993-94  to  1996-97.  The  1994-95  team  won  the  MAC 

championship  while  going 
23-5  overall.  The  1998-99 
team  went  25-4  overall  and 
advanced  to  the  Sweet  Sixteen 
of  the  NCAA  tournament. 
From  1990-91  to  1998-99, 
the  women’s  basketball  team 
compiled  a 173-78  record. 

The  women’s  basketball 
program  hit  a significant  mile- 
stone in  the  1998-99  season 
when  it  became  the  first  colle- 
giate women’s  basketball 
program  in  any  NCAA  divi- 
sion to  record  800  all-time 
victories.  Today,  Elizabethtown  remains  the  all-time  win 
leader  in  Division  III. 

Bob  Schlosser  became  the  head  men’s  basketball  coach 
in  1990-91  and  guided  the  team  to  the  NCAA  tournament 
in  1992-93,  as  the  team  that  year  compiled  a 19-7  record. 
Every  year  from  1995-96  to  1998-99,  the  men’s  basketball 
team  won  15  to  16  games.  The  team  went  128-101  from 
1990-91  to  1998-99.  Ryan  Billet  ’98  was  the  top  scorer  for 
Etown  in  the  1990s,  compiling  1,657  points,  the  fourth-best 
total  in  program  history. 

The  baseball  team  continued  its  run  of  success  as  the 
1991  team  went  26-9-1  and  reached  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment for  the  third  time  in  its  history.  In  1993,  Etown  won 
the  MAC  championship,  went  26-7,  overall  and  made  its 
fourth  trip  to  the  NCAA  tournament.  In  1994,  the  baseball 
team  went  33-1 1 and  made  it  to  the  NCAA  tournament  for 
the  second  year  in  a row.  Gary  Pritchard  took  over  as  the 
head  baseball  coach  at  Etown  in  1997  and  led  the  team 
through  the  1999  season.  The  1997  team  finished  22-11 
and  reached  the  NCAA  tournament  for  the  fourth  time  of 
the  decade  and  the  sixth  time  in  the  history  of  the  program.

During  the  decade,  Etown  baseball  ran  up  a

Gary  Yeager,  Jr.  ’95  was  a two-time  All- 
American  and  Academic  All-American  for  the 
baseball  team  in  1994  and  1995.  The  pitcher  tied 
:he  record  for  most  strikeouts  in  a season  in  1995 
vith  93,  and  in  just  two  seasons  at  Etown,  he 
■ecorded  20  victories.  His  11  wins  in  1995  remains 
i program  record,  as  does  his  1 1 complete  games 
:hat  season.  Chris  Grubb  ’93  set  an  Etown  record 
or  most  career  hits  with  164  between  1990  and 
1993,  and  Ian  Smeltz  ’96  recorded  161  hits  in  his 
:areer  and  set  the  Etown  career  stolen  base  record 
vith  59. 

The  softball  team  finished  as  the  MAC  run- 
"ler-up  in  1992  with  a 24-9  record,  and  the  1994 
:eam,  under  first  year  head  coach  Wendy  Snyder, 

.vent  22-10  and  returned  to  the  MAC  playoffs.  Barb  Shenk 
eturned  as  the  head  coach  in  1997  and  led  the  team  to  a 
18-15  finish  that  year.  Kim  Hampson  ’94  scored  96  runs, 
:ying  the  program  record,  drove  in  74  runs,  hit  a record  16 
iriples,  and  stole  a program  record  52  bases  while  batting 
333  from  1991  to  1994.  Jodi  Kuehn  batted  .341  from  1994 
:o  1996,  and  Monica  Lehman  batted  .349  in  1992  and  1993. 
In  the  circle,  Linda  Milnes  ’99  struck  out  113  batters  in 
1999,  setting  a program  record  at  the  time,  and  Sallie  Mohr 
von  31  games  from  1994  to  1997.  The  softball  team  went 
202-143-1  throughout  the  1990s. 

The  men’s  tennis  team  went  10-3  in  1991  and  12-2 
in  1992.  Skip  Roderick  took  over  as  the  head  coach  in  1994 
and  led  the  team  to  a 9-6  finish  in  1995.  Kathy  Montgomery 
became  the  head  men’s  tennis  coach  in  1997,  and  in  1998, 

>he  led  the  team  to  a 15-4  overall  mark,  the  highest  win 
:otal  in  the  history  of  the  program.  In  1998,  MAC  individual 
singles  champion  Wieger  Moen  went  29—1  overall  and  was 
20-0  in  singles  competition.  Jon  Flood  ’98  compiled  a 37-21 
:areer  record  in  singles  and  a 63-48  overall  record  from  1995 
:o  1998.  Over  the  course  of  the  decade,  the  men’s  tennis  pro- 
gram compiled  a 73-59  overall  record. 

Elizabethtown’s  golf  program  developed  into  a consistent 
vinner  in  the  1990s,  compiling  a 53-22  record  in  dual  matches. 


The  late  Ken  Ober  served  the  College  as 
wrestling  coach  for  29  years  and  athletic 
director  of  14  years 


However,  as  in  cross  country,  by  the 
end  of  the  decade,  dual  matches 
became  less  frequent  and  less  important 
in  golf  than  the  end-of-season  MAC 
championships  and  large  tournaments 
throughout  the  season.  In  the  opening 
years  of  the  decade,  the  Blue  Jays  rat- 
tled off  three  consecutive  undefeated 
seasons  in  dual  matches  under  head 
coach  Royal  Snavely,  as  the  team  went 
9-0  in  1990  and  1991,  and  7-0  in 
1992.  Joe  Shull  ’93  finished  third  at  the 
1992  MAC  championship.  Keith  Marks 
took  over  as  the  program’s  head  coach 
in  1995,  and  that  year  Ben  Smith  ’98 
became  the  College's  first  MAC  indi- 
vidual champion  in  golf. 

The  decade  also  saw  the  passing  of  a very  significant 
torch.  Ken  Ober  retired  as  athletic  director  in  1995  and  died 
November  13,  1996.  Ober  was  one  of  the  most  influential 
figures  in  the  history  of  Blue  Jay  athletics.  He  served  as  ath- 
letic director  for  14  years  and  29  years  as  head  wrestling 
coach.  He  was  one  of  only  1 3 NCAA  wrestling  coaches  to 
register  300  dual  match  victories.  During  his  tenure,  he 
coached  28  MAC  champions,  1 1 All-Americans,  and  the 
College’s  only  individual  NCAA  champion,  Eric  Mast  ’77. 

He  also  coached  the  men’s  cross  country  team  from  1964-77, 
leading  the  1965  squad  to  a MAC  title. 

Upon  Ober’s  retirement  the  role  of  athletic  director 
was  assumed  by  Nancy  Latimore,  the  first  woman  to  hold 
this  position  in  the  College’s  history.  Latimore  has  overseen 
the  expansion  of  Blue  Jay  varsity  and  intramural  athletic 
programs,  including  the  re-introduction  of  men’s  and 
women’s  track  &.  field  and  men’s  and  women’s  lacrosse. 

She  has  also  been  instrumental  in  the  construction  of  a 
new  championship-quality  track,  an  artificial  turf  surface 
that  accommodates  lacrosse,  field  hockey,  and  intramurals, 
and  the  construction  of  new  ballparks  for  softball  and  base- 
ball. Under  her  leadership,  in  NCAA  circles  the  name  of 
Elizabethtown  College  has  become  synonymous  with  success.  E 
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An  Interview  with  Carolyn  Field,  assistant  professor  of  criminal  justice 


Meet  Carolyn  Field,  assistant  professor  of  criminal  justice 
within  the  sociology  and  andiropology  department,  who 
joined  the  faculty  of  Elizabethtown  College  in  August  of  2003. 
She  is  a graduate  of  Minnesota  State  University,  has  received 
a master’s  degree  from  Kansas  State  University,  and 
is  working  towards  a doctorate  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  She  previously  taught  sociology  and  criminology 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  Springfield  College 
in  Manchester,  N.H. 

Q:  What  attracted  you  to  Elizabethtown  College ? 

A:  I like  the  small  town  and  small  school  atmosphere  of 
Elizabethtown.  The  College’s  small  classes  remind  me  of  my 
favorite  undergraduate  classes  at  Minnesota  State  University. 

I always  enjoyed  the  personal  attention  my  professors  were 
able  to  give  each  student  when  they  had  small  class  sizes,  so 
I try  to  keep  that  in  mind  when  getting  to  know  my  students. 

Q:  What  got  you  interested  in  the  field  of  criminal  justice ? 

A:  I have  been  interested  in  crime  and  violence  for  many 
years  and  I went  to  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  to  study 
with  Murray  Straus  and  David  Finkelhor  for  my  doctoral  work 
because  they  are  experts  in  intimate  partner  violence,  child 
abuse,  and  violence  between  acquaintances  in  general.  I am 
most  interested  in  studying  why  the  United  States  has  dispro- 
portionately high  rates  of  almost  every  kind  of  violence  when 
compared  to  other  similarly  economically  developed  nations. 

I am  also  interested  in  understanding  the  motivations  behind 
violent  behavior,  so  that  policy  makers  and  those  who  work  in 
the  criminal  justice  system  can  determine  how  best  to  prevent 
violence  in  our  society. 

I think  we  have  all  known  someone  who  has  been  vic- 
timized by  a violent  crime,  and  I am  no  different.  For  women, 
it  is  especially  common  to  know  someone  who  suffers  from 
violence  in  an  intimate  relationship,  and  when  1 was  in  my 
early  twenties  I had  a few  friends  who  were  in  abusive  rela- 
tionships. Seeing  what  they  went  through  and  watching  as 
they  left  and  often  went  back  to  the  man  again,  just  sparked 
my  interest,  so  that’s  how  I originally  became  interested  in 


intimate  partner  violence.  I enjoy  watching  movies  or  any 
documentaries  I can  find  about  crime  or  criminals. 

Q:  What  has  been  your  most  exciting  experience  working  in  the 
field  of  criminal  justice? 

A:  My  most  exciting  moment  working  in  this  field  was  being 
interviewed  on  television  last  fall  by  WGAL  regarding  the 
whereabouts  of  an  escaped  convict.  The  reporter  asked  me 
to  hypothesize  about  where  the  escaped  convict  might  go 
and  what  he  might  do  while  on  the  run.  I gave  my  opinion 
and  the  next  day,  it  turned  out  to  be  exactly  correct.  Instead 
of  fleeing  the  country,  he  went  to  his  girlfriend’s  house  and 
turned  himself  in  the  next  day.  That  was  my  first  big  chance 
at  profiling  a criminal  or  imagining  what  he/she  might  do  next 
based  on  what  I know  about  crime  from  my  years  of  study. 

Q:  How  do  you  see  Elizabethtown’s  criminal  justice  program 
changing  in  the  next  five  to  ten  years? 

A:  It  is  clear  from  our  fast  growing  list  of  criminal  justice 
majors  that  this  program  is  only  going  to  grow  and  become 
bigger,  stronger  and  more  nationally  competitive  in  the  next 
five  to  tern  year  span.  Since  we  currently  have  almost  as  many 
criminal  justice  majors  as  sociology/anthropology  majors,  we 
hope  to  hire  another  full  time  professor  in  the  near  future. 
Since  crime  is  such  a large  problem  in  our  society  today,  many 
students  are  becoming  aware  of  the  plethora  of  careers  out 
there  today  related  to  crime  and  crime  control,  causing  more 
and  more  students  to  declare  CJ  as  their  major. 

Q:  What  excites  you  the  most  about  Etown's  criminal  justice 
jyrogram? 

A:  I think  what  excites  me  the  most  is  our  growing  rate  of 
newly  declared  majors  and  the  internship  program  we  have  in 
our  major  which  makes  sure  that  our  criminal  justice  students 
are  in  a highly  competitive  position  when  they  graduate  and 
go  into  the  job  market.  By  making  sure  that  each  and  every 
criminal  justice  major  actually  has  some  experience  working 
directly  in  the  applied  field,  we  are  also  ensuring  that  our 
students  are  more  qualified  for  certain  positions  than  their 


competition  coming  out 
of  school  without  any 
real  employment  experi- 
ence in  the  field. 

I am  also  very 
excited  by  the  relation- 
ship this  criminal 
justice  program  has 
with  Stephen  Suknaic. 

Suknaic  has  been  the 
director  of  the  Dauphin 
County  Juvenile 
Probation  Office  since 
1979,  and  we  are  fortu- 
nate enough  to  have 
him  teaching  one  class  a 
semester  in  our  program. 

Q:  What  kind  of  research  projects  are  you  currendy  overseeing? 

I am  currently  working  on  a project  examining  the  issue  of 
intimate  partner  violence  among  college  students.  I am  analyz- 
ing data  from  surveys  that  I gave  to  college  students  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  Indiana  State  University,  the 
University  of  Manitoba,  and  two  historically  black  universi- 
ties, Howard  and  Jackson  State.  I’m  looking  at  the  impact  of 
race  and  region  on  rates  of  intimate  partner  violence  at  these 
schools. 

Q:  What  are  your  favorite  “crime"  movies  that  you  would 
recommend  to  people? 

A:  I would  highly  recommend  a movie  I recently  saw  called 
“Monster”  which  is  about  a female  serial  killer  from  the  1980s. 
She  was  put  to  death  by  Florida’s  correctional  system  in  2001 
for  her  crimes.  It  was  a very  good  movie  and  very  realistic. 

The  movie  did  a good  job  at  portraying  the  possible  motives 
for  her  crimes  and  it  also  did  not  glamorize  a life  of  crime  the 
way  many  movies  do  these  days. 


An  Interview  with  the  New  Vice  President,  David  Beidleman 


David  Beidleman  joined  Elizabethtown  College  as  vice  presi- 
dent for  institutional  advancement  on  March  1,  after  having 
served  in  fundraising  and  alumni  relations  positions  at 
Franklin  &.  Marshall  College,  Lafayette  College,  Lehigh 
University,  and  Good  Shepherd  Rehabilitation  Hospital.  He 
recently  joined  editor  Ed  Novak  for  a conversation  about 
fundraising. 

Q:  How  did  you  get  involved  in  fundraising ? 

A:  After  graduating  from  Lehigh  University  in  1986  with  a 
major  in  International  Relations,  I worked  in  the  development 
and  alumni  relations  office  at  Lehigh  and  have  remained  in 
advancement  ever  since.  I enjoy  the  process  of  matching  a 
donor’s  interests  with  programs  and  capital  building  needs. 
Working  with  donors  has  been  the  most  fulfilling  aspect  of  my 
career.  There  is  nothing  better  than  helping  foster  a long  last- 
ing relationship  between  alumni  and  their  alma  mater  and 
bringing  together  the  interests  of  a donor  with  the  needs  of  an 
institution.  1 am  lucky  to  be  able  to  count  many  supporters  of 
F&M,  Lafayette,  and  Lehigh  as  valued  friends. 

Q:  What  appeals  to  you  about  working  in  higher  education ? 

A:  My  father  was  a professor  of  finance  at  Lehigh  University. 
Growing  up  on  campus  gave  me  an  early  and  continuing 
appreciation  for  the  energy  and  excitement  created  by  the 
ideas  and  values  contained  in  an  academic  community.  I am 
looking  forward  to  learning  more  about  the  programs  and  fac- 
ulty at  Elizabethtown  College  and  working  to  obtain  more  sup- 
port for  these  programs  and  the  capital  needs  of  the  College. 

Q:  Why  are  you  excited  about  the  "To  Serve  Tomorrow” 
Campaign  and  what  are  its  biggest  challenges ? 

A:  I’ve  run  several  large  campaigns  in  the  past,  most  recently 
a successful  $145  million  comprehensive  effort  at  Franklin  &. 
Marshall.  The  campaign  challenges  of  all  colleges  and  univer- 
sities are  similar — that  of  developing  relationships  and  match- 
ing prospective  donors  to  projects  for  which  they  find  personal 
fulfillment.  Developing  these  relationships,  and  effective 
strategies  for  volunteer  and  donor  engagement  are  both  the 
challenges  and  the  key  to  success.  Elizabethtown  College  is 
fortunate  to  have  a strong  group  of  longstanding  supporters. 


I am  looking  forward  to  getting  to  know  our  donors,  develop- 
ing new  relationships  and  expanding  funding  opportunities  at 
Elizabethtown. 

Q:  What  are  your  plans  for  energizing  fundraising  at 
Elizabethtown  College? 

A:  I plan  to  work  as  part  of  a team  to  sub- 
stantially increase  the  fundraising  capabilities 
of  the  College  by  highlighting  the  College’s 
success  stories  and  reaching  out  into  the 
community  to  advance  the  goals  of  President 
Long  and  the  board  of  trustees. 

In  the  near  future,  this  will  involve 
meeting  our  supporters  and  reviewing  and 
expanding  on  the  solid  strategic  planning  that 
was  undertaken  by  Dan  Helwig  for  the  devel- 
opment office.  As  part  of  this  process  we  plan 
to  assess  programs,  identify  benchmarks,  man- 
age expectations,  and  set  realistic  but  aggressive  targets  for 
myself  and  my  staff.  When  all  of  this  is  done  properly,  people 
will  stretch  to  give  more  of  themselves  than  they  ever  thought 
possible  and  the  entire  College  community  will  win  with  the 
creation  of  exciting  new  programs  and  facilities  that  support 
student  learning. 

Q:  What  attracted  you  to  Elizabethtoum  College? 

A:  Elizabethtown  is  one  of  the  Finest  small  colleges  in  the 
country.  It  has  an  excellent  reputation  locally,  regionally  and 
is  gaining  recognition  nationally.  1 was  greatly  impressed  by 
the  beauty  of  the  campus  and  the  obvious  attention  to  detail 
in  campus  planning.  The  commitment  of  students  and  faculty 
to  service-learning  is  also  very  appealing.  A lifelong  volunteer, 
most  recently  with  the  Montessori  Academy  of  Lancaster,  I 
believe  in  the  value  of  community  service. 

Q:  What  do  you  think  about  the  future  of  small  colleges  in  the 
21st  century? 

A:  Colleges  like  Elizabethtown  will  play  a vital  role  in  the 
21st  century  higher  education  landscape.  The  College  has 
a great  reputation  and,  as  a trend,  continues  to  receive  an 
increasing  number  of  applications  while  at  the  same  time 


admissions  requirements  have  become  more  rigorous.  The 
marketplace  is  seeding  a clear  message:  there  is  a need  for 
small  colleges  that  provide  choices,  are  student-centered,  and 
i where  personal  attention  is  never  taken  for  granted. 

Q:  What  future  do  you  see  in  the  future  for  the  “To 
Serve  Tomorrow"  campaign? 

A:  Success!  The  College’s  programs  and  faculty  are 
very  strong  and  dynamic.  These  programs  will  pro- 
vide the  advancement  office  with  great  material  for 
use  in  developing  and  increasing  the  support  of 
individuals,  corporations,  foundation  and  govern- 
ment agencies.  There  is  much  untapped  potential  in 
the  donor  base  and  as  all  things  are  possible  with 
hard  work  and  imagination,  I look  forward  to  work- 
ing with  the  staff  to  engage  these  donors  and  reach 
that  $35  million  goal.  To  reach  that  goal  we  will 
need  to  plan  strategically,  work  effectively  as  a 
team,  obtain  adequate  support  for  the  advancement  program 
from  the  College,  and  pay  increased  attention  to  engaging  the 
College’s  alumni  and  donor  base.

opment office.  Direct  engagement  opens  the  door  for  alumni 
to  become  more  active  as  volunteers,  leaders,  and  donors  and 
it  is  our  job  to  make  sure  that  they  remain  actively  engaged 
participants  in  the  Elizabethtown  College  community. 

Q:  What  are  your  outside  interests ? 

A:  My  wife,  Renie,  and  my  two  children,  ages  2 and  6,  enjoy 
reading,  travel,  music,  and  visiting  museums.  We  also  very 
much  enjoy  biking  or  hiking  with  our  children  throughout 
Lancaster  County.

Tyminski  Awarded 

A $10,000  grant  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Higher  Education  Initiative  on  Inclusion 
will  help  the  College’s  education  depart- 
ment better  prepare  teachers  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  students,  including  those  with 
a variety  of  special  needs. 

The  grant  will  help  assistant  professor 
of  education  Carroll  Tyminski  infuse  the 
concepts  and  practices  of  inclusion  into 
regular  education  courses  through  the 
redesign  of  curricula,  development  of  a 
resource  center,  and  creation  of  a collabo- 
rative partnership  with  Elizabethtown 
schools. 

“Education  majors  at  Elizabethtown  College  need 
to  learn  how  to  teach  all  children,  even  the  special  needs 
children,”  says  Tyminski.  “We  now  offer  certification  in 
Special  Education  K-12  in  the  area  of  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped.  However,  we  need  to  do  much  more  to  prepare 
regular  education  majors  to  adapt  and  modify  teaching  prac- 
tices and  curriculum  for  the  special  needs  students  who  are 
now  being  placed  in  their  regular  classes.” 

A significant  portion  of  the  grant  will  be  used  to  establish 
a Resource  Center  on  campus  that  will  contain  curriculum 


materials,  books,  journals,  and  related 
materials  in  all  subject  areas.  The  Center 
will  also  contain  information  and  technology 
to  support  the  inclusion  of  special-needs  stu- 
dents in  regular  education  classrooms  at  the 
elementary,  secondary,  and  post-secondary 
levels. 

Eight  Elizabethtown  Area  School  District 
teachers  and  one  or  more  college  students 
who  have  disabilities  will  be  selected  to  engage 
during  the  spring  in  a Day  of  Dialogue  with 
Elizabethtown  College  education  depart- 
ment faculty  and  consultants  from  the 
Higher  Education  Initiative  on  Inclusion. 
They  will  also  be  given  the  opportunity  to  team-teach  lec- 
tures with  education  department  faculty  in  the  fall  of  2004 
and  will  provide  input  in  selecting  materials  for  the  Resource 
Center. 

“This  grant  affords  us  the  opportunity  to  bring  in  con- 
sultants as  well  as  nontraditional  partners,  such  as  people 
who  have  disabilities  and  Elizabethtown  Area  School  District 
teachers,”  Tyminski  said.  “These  folks  can  help  us  improve 
the  highly  regarded  curriculum  that  we  currently  use  in  our 
teacher  preparation  program.”

grown  from  just  over  $500,000  to  over  $1  million. 
Enrollments  have  grown  rapidly  in  response  to  new  pro- 
grams: Kokolus  reports  that  enrollment  in  the  fall  of  2003 
was  up  44  percent  from  fall  2002  and  spring  2004  enroll- 
ment (with  registrations  for  two  spring  “sub-terms”  still 
incomplete)  was  up  75  percent  from  spring  2003. 

At  the  same  time,  enrollment  in  Elizabethtown, 
which  once  represented  two-thirds  of  CCEDL  students,  has 
become  more  evenly  spread  in  Harrisburg  and  Lancaster. 
Currently  31  percent  of  CCEDL  students  enroll  in 
Elizabethtown;  20  percent  in  Harrisburg;  29  percent  in 
Lancaster;  and  20  percent  are  Internet  based. 

“In  this  economy  and  marketplace,  there  is  tremen- 
dous demand  for  adult  learning,”  says  Kokolus.  “It  has  been 
the  right  time  for  Elizabethtown  to  step  up  to  meet  the 
challenge  and  need  in  our  region.  The  Center  for 
Continuing  Education  and  Distance  Learning  is  succeeding 
in  ‘educating  for  service’  a growing  number  of  adult  learn- 
ers in  Pennsylvania."
